WORLD AFFAIRS LOOKED BRIGHT YESTERDAY 


W orld conditions have taken on changed 


appearances during the past several weeks, 


and, although war may not be iminent, things 


so not look so bright, according to an in­ 


teresting article in The Moore County News, 


published at Dumas: 


For a country which at the close of the 


year was reported by our chief executive and 


our nation's business leaders to Have been 


facing fewer threats of war than at any time 


during the past five years, we certainly ripened 


in one whale of a hurry . . . and, as things 


apparently stand today . . . we are ready to 


pick or be picked. 


Reports of smooth sailing 
reached the 


public ear as the white house viewed our in­ 


ternational situation last fall as being the 


most comfortable status viewed by top brass 


during the past five years. 
As a clincher, plans for slashing m ilitary 


manpower were announced, and the program 


apparently found favor both with Republican 


end Democratic factions in Washington. 


The picture loks a bit different today, and 


if the president plans to use his "big stick" 


method of displaying strength, it looks as 


though we are going to need fewer moth­ 


balls— and more stick. 


" I t would make clear," the president said, 


"the unified and serious intentions of our 


government, our Congress and our people. 


He was asking Congress for advance author­ 


ity to utilize American armed forces in de­ 


fense of Formosa, a request approved by a 


28 to 0 vote from the House foreign affairs 


committee. 


And it would seem that, regardless of Wash 


ington's readiness for war, the industrialist 


and manufacturer already are preparing for 


what might come. 
W ithin hours after Presi 


dent Eisenhower made his announcement, 


stocks in defense-kindred materials soared and 


W all Street pointed in the direction of a new 


high. 


Because the beautiful commercial set-up 


for many, we wonder, not how many m illion 


aires are made by war— but how many wars 


ore made by millionaires and their would-be 


cohorts. 
Theirs is a pressure not easily ig­ 


nored in affairs of state.

enemy of pecans, and may de­ 
stroy the entire crop if not con­ 
trolled. 


Tile moth or adult lavs eggs 
singly on the tip end of tho small 
pecans. 
These hatch in five to 
seven dajs. 
After hatching, the 
worms move down the twig to 
which the nut cluster is attached 
and start feeding on the second 
I or third bud helow the nuts. After 
i feeding for four or five days on 
the buds, they move hark to the 
nut cluster and enter the pecan 
through a small hole which they 
eat out at the base. 
A good time to begin control 
measures, 
lehmberg 
points out. 
is when the tip ends of the nutlet 
cluster turns brown. 
A good con­ 
trol is three-quarters of a pound 
of 50 f>er cont wettable DDT plus 
one and one-half pounds of wet­ 
table sulphur to 25 gallons of 
water. 
The trees should be thor­ 
ough^’ 
sprayed, 
anil 
particular 
! attention should he given to the 
ends 
of

branches and the 
nutlet clutters. 
A pressure of 
400 to 600 jxiunds is recommend­ 
ed. 
Generally 20 to 50 gallons oi 
spraj’ is needed for grown trees 
in this area.

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WORLD AFFAIRS LOOKED BRIGHT YESTERDAY 


World conditions have taken on changed 


appearances during the past several weeks, 


and, although war may not be iminent, things 


so not look so bright, according to an in­ 


teresting article in The Moore County News, 


published at Dumas: 


For a country which at the close of the 


year was reported by our chief executive and 


our nation's business leaders to have been 


facing fewer threats of war than at any time 


during the past five years, we certainly ripened 


in one whale of a hurry . . . end, os things 


apparently stand today . . . we are ready to 


pick or be picked. 


Reports of smooth sailing 
reached the 


public ear as the white house viewed our in­ 


ternational situation last fall as being the 


most comfortable status viewed by top brass 


during the past five years. 


As a clincher, plans for slashing military 


manpower were cnnounced, and the program 


apparently found favor both with Republican 


and Democratic factions in Washington. 


The picture loks a bit different today, and 


if the president plans to use his "big stick 


method of displaying strength, it looks as 


though we are going to need fewer moth­ 


balls— and more stick. 


" It would make clear," the president said, 


"the unified and serious intentions of our 


government, our Congress and our people." 


He was asking Congress for advance author­ 


ity to utilize American armed forces in de­ 


fense of Formosa, a request approved by a 


28 to 0 vote from the House foreign affairs 


committee. 


And it would seem that, regardless of W ash ­ 


ington's readiness for war, the industrialist 


and manufacturer already are preparing for 


what might come. 
W ith in hours ofter Presi­ 


dent Eisenhower made 
his announcement, 


stocks in defense-kindred materials soared and 


W a ll Street pointed in the direction of a new 


high. 


Because the beautiful commercial set-up 


for many, we wonder, not how many million­ 


aires are made by war— but how many wars 


ore made by millionaires and their would-be 


cohorts. 
Theirs Is a pressure not easily ig­ 


nored in affairs of state. 


lf this proves to be that "inevitable" war 


with Red China and Russia, it is going to 


mean the supreme acid test for both govern­ 


ment and country, with more emphasis on 


mainland defense— and less concern for de­ 


fense of our national economy at the mo­ 


ment.

Toward the goal of this high quality of 


education, achieved through better schools 


which in turn will be helped through com­ 


munity conferences, this paper is devoted.

who wanted information — especially ideas 


and case histories and specific data on what 


others had done to solve their problems.

A good soil and water conserva­ 
tion program helps improve soil 
Structure. 
A good crop rotation 
which includes legumes will in 
crease the organic matter in the 
soil and increase soil microbes and 
earthworms

passages In the soil 
Many of the farmers cooperat­ 
ing with 
the Soil Conservation 
District, are planting guar as a 
cash and soil improving crop 
Blue panic grass is beme plant­ 
ed to provide grazing and make 
possible the improvement of na­ 
tive grasslands.

An outdoor ladies’ night meet­ 
ing of Hamlin Lions Club was 
tentatively set for M ay 24 at the 
Hamlin City Park, when directors 
of the cluh met in called session 
Tuesday afternoon.

Hamlin area people w ho have 
pecan trees are advised by County 
Agent Bill Lehmberg that now is 
the time to begin control meas­ 
ures for the pecan nut casebearer. 
This is a small, dull olive green 
worm that bores small holes in 
thr base end of pecans and feeds 
within the nut. 
It is the No. I 
enemy of pecans, and may de­ 
stroy the entire crop if not eon 
trolled. 


The 
moth or adult lavs eggs 
singly on the tip end of the small 
pecans. 
Those hatch in five to 
seven davs. 
After hatching, the 
worms move down the twig to 
which tho nut cluster is attached 
and start feeding on the second 
I or third bud below the nuts. After 
I feeding for four or five days on 
the buds. they move hack to the 
nut cluster and enter the pecan 
through a small hole which they 
eat out at the base. 
A good time to begin control 
measures, Lehmberg points out, 
is when the tip ends of the nutlet 
clu-Aor turns brown. 
A good con­ 
trol is three-quarters of a pound 
of 50 j>or cent wettable DD T plus 
one and one-half pounds of wet­ 
table 
sulphur to 25 gallons of 
water. 
The trees should be thor­ 
oughly 
sprayed, 
and 
particular 
! attention, should he given to the 
ends 
of 
the 
branches and 
th 
nutlet 
clusters. 
A 
pressure of 
400 to 600 pounds is recommend­ 
ed. 
Generally 20 to .30 gallons ot 
spray is needed for grown trees 
in this area.
